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Walanabe Proposal Approved by 
Parks & Recreation Commission

A proposal by Lew 
Watanabe to build a me¬ 
morial wall as a permanent 
tribute to veterans, and at 
next to no cost to the City 
of Sierra Madre, received 
the approval of the Parks 
and Recreation Commis¬ 
sion last night. The item 
will next go to Monday’s 
City Council meeting, 
where it will be agendized 
as a consent calendar item, 
expected to pass without 
incident. 

The wall is proposed to 
be four feet high, one foot 
wide, and six feet long, and 
to be located northeast of 


the rosebed in the north¬ 
east section of Memorial 
Park, between the red¬ 
wood and orange trees. 
“The concept is for a 
‘Weeping Wall’ memori¬ 
al,’’ said Watanabe. 

The wail will weep 
thanks to a water reservoir 
that will have water 
pumped up through the 
middle of the wall and 
back down the outside. 
The dark granite wall will 
sit in the reservoir. Wa¬ 
tanabe also plans on pro¬ 
viding a bench from which 
to watch the wall, and a 
separate stone with an in-

scription describing what 
the wall is about. 

What it’s about is veter¬ 
ans. “Bill (McKeman) and 
I talked about this last 
year,” Watanabe ex¬ 
plained. I’ve talked to Jack 
Wolff at the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, and the re¬ 
sponse has been positive.” 
The wording is still being 
worked out for the inscrip¬ 
tion, but Watanabe is clear 
on one thing: No names 
will be listed. It’s going to 
be for all who have already 
come, but it will also apply 
to those yet to come,” he 
explains. 

One Councilmember 
present at the Parks and 
Recreation meeting was 
Glenn Lambdin, who said, 
“It’s very special to me, as 
a veteran. As an artist. Lew 
is an absolute genius. I 
think this project is really 
going to be something 
else.” 


While the granite would be 
expensive if he had to go 
out and purchase it now, 
he has a supply remaining 
from a large purchase sev¬ 
eral years ago. He has con¬ 
structed similar walls, and 
has been working on part 
of the one he is proposing. 
The only expense the City 
will be asked to pay is to 
provide a water and elec¬ 
trical outlet, to power the 
pump and evening light¬ 
ing. 

Watanabe will also be 
doing landscaping by the 
project, including stepping 
stones between the bench 
and the wall. “This will be 
something the kids can go 
up and touch. They’re go¬ 
ing to want to, anyway.” 
he says. 

Mayor Doug Hayes, 
also present at the Parks 
and Recreation meeting, 
said that the project 
“would be a welcome ad-

Solitude And Silence

One may find solitude in a large city, but I doubt if 
it’s possible to find silence. Our very way of life de¬ 
mands noise of various kinds. Even our living depend.*: 
on noise-making activities, such as traffic. I fust expe¬ 
rienced solitude and silence in a high mountain pass in 
southern Utah. It was on a narrow dirt road that went 
from Highway 91 to Highway 89, and the crest of the 
pass was at 8,000 feet, where I experienced this. Little 
Creek Peak towered another 2,000 feet over the road. 

I had been told that this was an ideal place to hunt deer 
and when I went there it was a cold, wet, threatening 
morning. I sat down on a rock and waited, but the deer 
never showed. The hunted were smarter that the hunt¬ 
ers. They were bedded down in a snug, warm place, 
while I was sitting on a cold, wet rock. As I was about 
to leave, a fierce wind blew up and I was enveloped in a 
swirl-dance of snow. It was thick and smothering, but 
it didn’t last. ^ When I opened by eyes the world had 
changed. All the colors of the vegetation seemed to be 
muted together, and then it happened. I was in a void of 
absolute silence. I felt as if I was on some remote plan¬ 
et in outer space. It was as if the snow and wind had 
cleansed the air of everything, including noise. Sudden¬ 
ly, I had the feeling that I was not alone. I turned around 
and, indeed, I was not alone. Not far behind me were 
two cows looking me over rather critically. They were 
renegades, having escaped from the fall roundup and 
they would return to the valley when they felt like it. I 
do not know if cows are deep thinkers, but I could al- 
nwst hear one of them say, “Just another nut from Cal- 
ifwnia.” 

Several times in subsequent years I visited the high 
pass and had the same wonderful experience. My fa¬ 
vorite time was when summer was merging into fall. 
There was a clarity to the air that existed at no other time

The win for the City in 
the Brown Act portion of 
the Tree Lawsuit became 
official on January 19th, 
subject to appeal. That’s 
the date on which Superi¬ 
or Court Judge Robert 
O’Brien signed a State¬ 
ment of Decision that read, 
in part: “...(the petitioners) 
provided the Court with no 
evidence that any such vi¬ 
olation had occurred. The 
evidence offered in sup¬ 
port of the alleged viola¬ 
tions are totally insuffi¬ 
cient and without merit, 
and the petition for man¬ 
date is denied. The Court 
also finds that the com¬ 
plete lack of evidence and 
the failure to undertake 
reasonable steps to adduce 
any such evidence in sup¬ 
port of the petition consti¬ 
tutes the prosecution of a 
frivolous action, totally 
lacking in merit. Accord¬ 
ingly, judgment is ren¬ 
dered in favor of the City 
of Sierra Madre and the 
City Council of the City of 
Sierra Madre and against 
the petitioners.”

It was a real long 
nd wide room and there were bunches 
of windows going all the way down one 
side, and from his bedroom you could 
see the comer of Sturtevant Drive and up 
the street of Woodland Ehive. His house 
was up real high and you could see all 
over the lower canyon. 

Man did Peter have neat stuff in his 
bedroom. Over in one comer, I saw a 
liig, black box with a big round hole in 
the middle of it and hinges on the side. 

I asked Peter what it was for and he said,

It was a big, old bam owl. Man! It 
scared me!

He 
was pulling out all kinds of little rocks, 
and sticks. All of a sudden Johnny 
jumped back like he was real scared and 
then he started to laugh. He yelled at the 
other workers in the pool and they came 
mnning. Guess what? There was a big 
skunk in the hole and Johnny wanted 
him. 

Johnny liked critters and at his home 
he had a couple of cages in his back yard 
to keep all his critters in. Well, Johimy 
got a burlap sack from the back of his 
track and came back to the water valve 
hole and held the sack just so, over the 
opening into the pool. Two other guys 
each took a long pole and stuck them 
toward the back of the hole an pulled the 
sticks to them. They shouldn’t have 
done that! 

The big skunk just turned around so 
his back was toward the hole opening 
and out plopped the skunk.

In the summer of 1946, 
while constmction staking 
the Mt. Lowe road with 
my engineering crew, we 
noticed an army trainer 
flying up Millard Canyon, 
barely above the rim of the 
canyon. Almost in unison, 
we said, “he’s in trouble”, 
not because of anything 
mechanical, but he was 
much too low and slow toy. 
climb above the steeply 
rising walls and would not 
be able to turn around in 
the narrow confines. Al¬ 
most as we spoke, the 
plane slammed into the 
south slope and exploded. 

Dropping our engineer¬ 
ing work, we began to mn 
toward the crash site, tak¬ 
ing the line of least resis¬ 
tance, knowing full well, 
that we would be the initial 
attack on a fire of great 
potential. We would also 
be the only help to the pi¬ 
lot, if indeed, he had sur- ' 
vived the crash. We were ' 
on the scene in about thir¬ 
ty minutes and discovered, 
that the pilot was beyond 
mortal help and began a 
shoestring line around the 
most hazardous portion of 
the fire. We anticipated 
that lookouts in position 
would report the fire and 
that assistance would soon 
be on the way. This, was 
before helicopters were 
anything but a dream. 

As the afternoon wore 
on and we began to get a 
handle on the fire, rein¬ 
forcements started to ar¬ 
rive by way of the 

Mueller Tunnel road. 

My crew was for all prac¬ 
tical reasons relieved of 
initial responsibility, 
though not relieved of the 
work that we had started. 
With a little more time 
now available, I went back 
to the plane, or what was 
left of it, to do a more thor¬ 
ough job of determining if 
more that just the pilot was 
aboard. This, was not the 
case. He had been alone 
and was burned beyond 
recognition. Further ef¬ 
forts in t' is matter would 
be left to the Army, so

There were more sur¬ 
prises in store. While cut¬ 
ting away some brush to 
widen the fire line, I dis¬ 
covered a partial skeleton 
which had been lying in 
place for some time, possi¬ 
ble several years. As noth¬ 
ing in nature goes to waste, 
most of the smaller bones 
, had been scavenged by the 
animal life in the area and 
some of the larger bones 
had been moved about and 
partially eaten. In those 
days, it was not surprising 
to encounter people hiking 
in the front country alone, 
far from developed trails, 
or who, following an old 
trail, had simply come to 
the end of a discernible 
path and had taken off in 
search of a way back to 
civilization. So, it was no 
surprise to find this indi¬ 
vidual, except, that one 
death led to the discovery 
of another. This person, 
apparently a man, had 


seemingly died where I 
found him, with no identi¬ 
fication, no clothing, not 
even the remnants of 
boots. It, was not unusual 
to find “wanderers” hiking 
barefooted. What I did 
find, was a wristwatch, 
obviously a good one, as it 
had apparently survived it 
stay in that location with¬ 
out haniafril effects.

For a brief time in the early days of aviation. Sierra 
Madre and Pasadena residents could catch a convenient 
flight to Oxnard, Covina, Fullerton, Mt. Wilson and 
points east, south and north from the Sierra Airport. 
During the month of January, the Sierra Madre Library 
is featuring this air field in a display. 

The Sierra Airport, which operated from November 
1919 until December 1922 (when “airplane flights of 
two thousand miles at one hundred miles per hour (were) 
possible”) was located between Sierra Madre Villa 
Avenue, Foothill Boulevard, Michillinda Ave. and Si¬ 
erra Madre Blvd. It was founded by the Sierra Aircraft 
Corporation, a “partnership formed by four individuals 
to engage in aeronautical activities....passenger carrying, 
flying instruction, commercial photography, etc.” Mem¬ 
orabilia such as rates, passenger logs, and financial 
records from the collection of John Wightman of Sierra 
Madre are on display to the public at no charge. 

Included in the display are airplane models owned by 
actor Don Metcalf of Sierra Madre. 

The Sierra Madre Public Library is located at 440 W. 
Sierra Madre Blvd. For further information, please call

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Benjamin D. Wilson: Trail Builder St. Rita Guild to Host 

Annual Card Party

When the Mt. Wilson 
Trail Race Committee held 
their January meeting 
someone asked the ques¬ 
tion, “Who was Wilson 
and how did the trail hap¬ 
pened to be named for 
him.” 

Benjamin D. Wilson, or 
“Don Benito”, as he was 
affectionately known in 
the days when this was 
Spanish-speaking Califor¬ 
nia, built the historic trail 
in 1864. He needed a sup¬ 
ply of timber brought 
down from the mountains 
for his thriving Lake Vine¬ 
yard Ranch. The ranch 
was located in what later 
became the city of San 
Marino. In those days it 
rinuned a lake that would 
later be filled in to become 
that city’s Lacy Park. 

Wilson, one of our ear¬ 
liest pioneers came to Cal¬ 
ifornia in 1841 and did 
much to develop the San 
Gabriel Valley. Following 
California statehood, he 
was elected the first may¬ 
or of Los Angeles and 
served two terms as state 
senator. His most impor¬ 
tant contribution was his 
successful lobbying efforts 
in Washington to bring the 
railroad to Los Angeles 
and establishing the harbor 
at Srui Pedro. This led to 
Los Angeles becoming to¬ 
day’s world center of com¬ 
merce. 

He married Ramona 
Yorba, whose father Don 
Bernardo Yorba, owned 
what is today most of Or¬ 
ange County. Wilson pur¬ 
chased Jurupa Ranch,the 
present site of Riverside, 
and other properties. Sad¬ 
ly, Ramona died after only 
five years of marriage, 
leaving Wilson a widower 
with two children. He 
moved to Los Angeles, 
purchased the ranch here 
and married a second time, 
to Margaret Hereford, her¬ 


self a widow with a son. 
Wilson would father three 
more children. 

Later, Sue, the oldest 
Wilson daughter, married 
James De Barth Shorb. 
Ruth, another daughter, 
wed attorney George S. 
Patton, Sr. They became 
parents of George S. Pat¬ 
ton, Jr., called “Georgie” 
by the family, who would 
become the famous World 
War II general. The 
Shorbs and Pattens were 
also major players of his¬ 
tory in this area. 

Shorb was born in 
Maryland where his fami¬ 
ly home place was named 
San Marino after the re¬ 
public on the east coast of 
Italy. The Shorb home 
was not far from where 
Camp David is today. 
Shorb established his 
ranch here on a portion of 
Wilson’s ranch that was 
Sue’s inheritance and gave 
it the name “San Marino 
Ranch” after his Maryland 
home. The Shorbs raised 
nine children and built a 
beautiful three-story Vic¬ 
torian style home on their 
ranch. 

Both Shorb and Wilson 
were vintners, Shorb had a 
huge winery and both 
raised grapes and citrus. 
Shorb became an impor¬ 
tant developer, helped give 
birth to the City of Alham¬ 
bra and was into transpor¬ 
tation. He built huge res¬ 
ervoirs and laid miles of 
water pipe for irrigation. 
When one of his daughters 
was unhappy about going 
away to school he support¬ 
ed the building of-Ramona 
Convent in Alhambra, still 
a fine Catholic school for 
girls. Incidentally, author 
Helen Hunt Jackson visit¬ 
ed the Shorb family and 
used the name Ramona for 
her famous novel. 

After Shorb’s death. 


Henry Huntington pur¬ 
chased the San Marino 
Ranch in 1903. Thanks to 
Huntington’s legacy this 
would become the magnif¬ 
icent Huntington Library, 
Gardens and Art Gallery. 
Huntington tore down the 
Shorb home and on that 
same site built his home, 
the Georgian mansion 
which is now the famous 
Art Gallery. 

Wilson died in 1878 
and when Patton, Sr. and 
Ruth married in 1884 they 
moved onto Lake Vine¬ 
yard Ranch. Their son, 
George S. Patton, Jr. was 
bom November 11, 1885, 
a most significant date 
when he later made histo¬ 
ry in World War n. Pat¬ 
ton, Sr. became DA for 
Los Angeles Cuuniy and 
was counsel to Hunting- 
ton. He helped to incorpo¬ 
rate San Marino and be¬ 
came the city’s first may¬ 
or. The former Patton 
mansion, built in 1910, 
still stands on Euston Rd. 
in San Marino, not far 
from the Huntington Li¬ 
brary. 

The reason Wilson 
needed lumber back in 
1864 was that the Civil 
War had created a great 
shortage here. The Mt. 
Wilson Trail is the oldest 
trail this side of the San 
Gabriels. It took three 
months to build at a cost of 
$7,000 but it never paid for 
itself and it was abandoned 
by Wilson. 

Thanks to him, though, 
this most historic trail 
would eventually lead to 
the stars with the great dis¬ 
coveries in astronomy on 
top of the mountain at the 
Mt. Wilson Observatory. 
Many hikers over the years 
have enjoyed the trail and 
it lead to popular resorts in 
the early days such as Or¬ 
chard Camp. It is the race 
course for the popular ML 


Wilson Trail race, first run 
in 1908, and the second 
oldest foot race in Califor¬ 
nia. This year’s race is set 
for Saturday, May 29. 
Wilson’s other namesakes 
are Don Benito Elementa¬ 


ry School in Hastings 
Ranch and Wilson’s Mid¬ 
dle School on Del Mar in 
Pasadena. Wilson is an 
important man to know for 
then and for now.

The Pasadena Play¬ 
house is currently staging 
“Flyin’West” by Pearl 
Cleage and it is a play that 
has everything. It is funny, 
suspensful.educational 
and generally satisfying. 
Itishandsomely set and 
beautifully acted. What 
more could you want? 

The story is set in the 
year 1898 in Kansas, on a 
farm just outside of the 
small town of Nicodemus. 
Nicodemus is remarkable 
in that all its people are 
Afro-American, ex-slaves 
and their families. (After 
the Civil War many former 
slaves migrated west, 
lured by the promise of 
acquiring land under the 
Homestead Act, and by the 
opportunity to establish a 
society of their own. This 
is fact.) 

The farm is owned by 
three sisters, Sophie 
(Michele Shay), the strong 
head of the family, quiet, 
gentle Fannie (Tina Lif¬ 
ford) and young Minnie, 
Ariyan Johnsson) who re¬ 
turns from London where 
she has been living with 
her husband, Frank (Tony 
Colitti). 

Sophie is the leader of a 
movement to expand and 
improve Nicodemus, and 
Minnie is preoccupied by 
her shy romance with Wil 


(Darryl Alan Reed), a 
neighboring farmer who 
was raised by the Semi- 
noles. 

An important menber of 
this independant group is 
Miss Leah (Michelle 
Davison). She speaks of 
the other women as her 
children, but whether liter¬ 
ally or only emotionally is 
irrelevant. She has the bit¬ 
terest memories of slavery 
butis full of practicality 
and patience, even humor, 
learned the hard way. 

They are all wary of 
white people, and with rea¬ 
son, since speculators are 
greedy and have their eyes 
on the land the small com¬ 
munity occupies. The vis¬ 
iting Frank, who has lived 
in London for years sees 
Nicodemus as a primitive 
place and is shocked by 
American racism, but Fan¬ 
nie has missed her sisters 
and wants him to settle 
there. 

Cleage’s play has been 
produced many times in 
many prestigious places 
with great acclaim. The 
emotional ties of the sisters 
and their surrogate mother 
have tremendous warmth. 
The situation in which they 
find themselves is sus- 
pensful. The plot is simple 
enough to be almost pre¬ 
dictable but an upbeat end¬ 
ing leaves the audience 
cheered.

City Unanimously Passes Adult 
Business Urgency Ordinance

The City of Arcadia 
Tuesday night unani¬ 
mously passed an urgency 
ordinance pertaining to 
adult businesses. The ordi¬ 
nance is in many ways 
more restrictive than the 
ordinance that had been on 
the books for, 11 years, 
while in one respect, it is 
less restrictive:' The mini¬ 
mum distance, that adult 
businesses must remain 
from residences is reduced 
from 750 to 700 feet. 

That difference may 
seem negligible, and in 
fact in Arcadia, it is. The 
50’ may keep Arcadia 
from being successfully 
sued by an adult business 
that may soon propose to 
move into Arcadia’s “Chi¬ 
cago Park” area. The 
building being considered 
is less than 750 feet from 
El Monte residences, but 
more than 700 feet. 

“11 years ago, the City 
passed a very tough ordi¬ 
nance. We haven’t had 
businesses of this sort in 
Arcadia in those 11 years. 


Legal developments have 
occurred, and case law has 
evolved. Elements of that 
ordinance are now in¬ 
valid,” said City Attorney 
Michael Miller. 

Miller went on to note 
that a new permanent ordi¬ 
nance will be back before 
the Council probably by 
early Spring. That might 
not be soon enough, how¬ 
ever. “There are problems 
with the current ordinance. 
We do have the threat of a 
court test at this point,” 
Miller said. If the validity 
of the old ordinance were 
tried in court, and failed, 
Arcadia would be left 
without an ordinance to set 
standards in the industry; 
hence, the need for the ur¬ 
gency ordinance. 

Miller went on to note 
that it was no longer even 
legal to condition uses for 
adult establishments, due 
to First Amendment pro¬ 
tections. “We can, how¬ 
ever, regulate what goes 
on in these establish¬ 
ments,” he noted. 


Mayor Gary Kovacic 
questioned him about the 
restrictiveness of the pro¬ 
posed ordinance, and 
Miller responded, “It’s 
about as restrictive as we 
can get.” He went on to 
note, “Cities that have tried 
to exclude these types of 
businesses have spent hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of dol¬ 
lars in court, and lost. It’s 
very clear.” He added that 
the nature of the lawsuits is 
such that the losing side is 
typically also required to 
pay the attorneys’ fees of 
the other side. 

The news of the appar¬ 
ent inevitability of adult 
businesses such as the pro¬ 
posed nude juice bar com¬ 
ing to Arcadia did not sit 
well with residents who 
spoke at the podium. Curt 
Ching, former President of 
the Arcadia Chinese Asso¬ 
ciation, spoke against the 
businesses, as did Thomas 
W. Lawson II, who noted 
that a nude juice bar would 
allow customers as young 
as 18, and said, “It leads to 


corruption.” 

Reverend Phil Wood 
said, “I pray God’s wis¬ 
dom will lead us away 
from a nude juice bar in 
Arcadia. These interpreta¬ 
tions of the First Amend¬ 
ment do not protect us, but 
exploit us all.” Mayor 
Kovacic, a coach of the 
Arcadia High School Con¬ 
stitution team, said, “The 
Framers would turn in 
their graves. They didn’t 
contemplate pornogra¬ 


phy.” 

Council sentiment was 
unanimous. While none of 
the Councilmembers sup¬ 
ported adult businesses in 
Arcadia, each recognized 
the ramifications of the 
Supreme and Ninth Circuit 
Court decisions. “We can’t 
win this. I wish there was 
a way out,” said 
Councilmember Robert 
Harbicht. 

Councilmember Chan¬ 
dler noted, “We do have a 


budget for undercover of¬ 
ficers to go in, and 
Sheriffs deputies will go 
in if there is a network of 
prostitution. We do have 
some local controls.” 

Mayor Kovacic said, 
“It’s important that we act 
quickly and decisively. If 
we could eliminate this 
(land) use completely, I 
would favor that.” 

The urgency ordinance 
passed on a 5-0 vote.

City Approves General Plan 
Change for Johnson Property

For over 50 years, the 
property at 324 N. Second 
Avenue has belonged to 
the Johnson family. The 
2.17 acre site, surrounded 
by the City’s water tanks, 
the Edison substation, a 
flood control channel, and 
a freeway overpass, has 
been the subject for pos¬ 
sible development discus¬ 
sions for 10 years, since 
Air Logistics vacated the 
property. The site has been 
vacant during that decade, 
and the old Air Logistics 
buildings have been de¬ 
molished. 

Donald and Robert 
Johnson, current owners of 
the property, applied for a 
change from Mixed Use 
Commercial/Multiple 
Family (MU-C/MF) to 
Mixed Use Commercial/ 
Industrial (MU-tC/I), a pro¬ 
posal that both City staff 
and the Planning Commis¬ 
sion were in favor of. 

A few years ago, the 
Johnsons submitted con¬ 
ceptual plans for a 40,000- 
60,000 square foot office 
building at the site, but a 
downturn in the economy 
led to the abandonment of 
those plans. More recently, 
they have proposed a pub¬ 
lic storage facility within 
the past year. At the time 
of that proposal, the City 
Council asked them to 
continue to await develop¬ 
ments and see if the prop¬ 
erty could be marketed for 
another use. The 
Johnsons’ contention is 
that “The physical isola¬ 
tion of the property and 


low traffic count past the 
property makes it less de¬ 
sirable for commercial de¬ 
velopment.” 

Potential uses under the 
current land use designa¬ 
tion include offices, res¬ 
taurants, hotel, retail facili¬ 
ties, or light industrial, said 
Community Development 
Director Donna Butler, in 
response to a question 
from Councilmember 
Gino Roncelli. The Gen¬ 
eral Plan change would not 
change potential uses, but 
would pave the way for a 
possible future zoning 
change would could allow 
other uses. “It would give 
them greater flexibility,” 
Butler said. 

She added in response 
to a further question from 
Roncelli that there is no 
development proposal on 
the table for the property. 

Donald Johnson called 
the property “completely 
unique because of its iso¬ 
lated nature.” He reiterated 
that there was very little 
response when he and his 
brother attempted to mar¬ 
ket the site as a potential 
office building, and added 


that he didn’t see it as a 
viable site for apartments 
or senior housing. 

“A year ago,” Johnson 
added, “Self Storage made 
a lot of sense, according to 
research we had done. 
Over the past year, we 
have not taken the steps to 
further that idea, but with 
the flexibility of a General 
Plan change, we would 
study the market for poten¬ 
tial uses, and maybe bring 
a plan back.” 

Roncelli said that in his 
estimation the City 


“missed the boat” a year 
ago when the Johnsons 
were prepared to build (the 
storage facility) on the site, 
and added, “I would like to 
see the City be more flex¬ 
ible.” That proposal was 
voted down by the last 
City Council; this City 
Council apparently has 
come to agree with the 
Johnsons: As things stand, 
there are few feasible uses 
for the property. The 
Council voted unani¬ 
mously to grant the Gen¬ 
eral Plan Amendment.

Tobin was recently 
named foreman of the 
sewer crew. He has 
worked to update maps of 
the City’s sewer system, 
and also to videotape the 
inside of the sewer lines. 

I was going to let this 
“Juice bar” thing play itself 
out and refrain from com¬ 
ment, but something that 
was said at the last City 
Council meeting got me to 
thinking (always a dan¬ 
ger). John Wuo came to 
the podium to talk about 
the adult business ordi¬ 
nance, and prefaced his 
comments, apropos of 
nothing, by saying that he 
was certainly glad (or 
proud, or whatever. But 
you get the idea: He was 
pleased) that Arcadia had 
the Santa Anita Race 
Track. 

One of the things that I 
tend to do is to play devil’s 
advocate, but let’s take a 
look at that offhand com¬ 
ment, apparently one that 
the City Council would 
agree with, having re¬ 
cently passed a resolution 
affirming their commit¬ 


ment to live horse racing. 
Furthermore, let me fur¬ 
ther preface my comments 
by saying I am absolutely 
not opposed to gambling, 
beer, horse racing, or any¬ 
thing of the sort. In fact, 
some of my earliest and 
favorite childhood memo¬ 
ries are of the Santa Anita 
infield. 

Having said that, many 
people have a moral prob¬ 
lem with gambling, par¬ 
ticularly the type where 
excessive amounts are 
taken out of the pari¬ 
mutuel pool before the 
odds are calculated. Say 
what you want about Las 
Vegas, but it’s a lot easier 
to make money playing 
blackjack than it is betting 
on horses. You can also 
make the same arguments 
about ancillary effects to 
the City from the race 
track that you can about a 
juice bar, and more of 
them. 

Gambling has led many 
people to financial ruin; 
the Race Track brings in a 
ton of traffic that non-Race 
Track goers have to deal 
with; similar to tne juice 
bar, it brings people in 
town specifically for a 
decadent purpose; it’s a lot 
closer to the “heart” of 
Arcadia than the proposed 
juice bar; and probably 
most significantly, unlike 
the juice bar, alcohol is 
served, and in close prox¬ 
imity to three major 
Arcadia streets (four if you 
count Foothill) and a free¬ 
way. At least nobody gets 
drunk at a juice bar and 
climbs into a car. 


I’m arguing neither for 
nude juice bars nor against 
horse racing. I’m just ask¬ 
ing a simple question: 
Does anyone besides me 
find it odd and interesting 
that keeping the race track 
is a no-brainer “Of 
course!”, something 
Arcadians are for the most 
part proud of, while the no- 
alcohol-serving, tucked- 
away-in-industrial-zone, 
low-traffic-generating be- 
hind-closed-doors juice 
bar generates the “Not 
over my dead body” re¬ 
sponse?

The Northridge Earthquake struck five years ago this 
week, catching many people unprepared for such a di¬ 
saster. As people still struggle to recover, the Ameri¬ 
can Red Cross would like to offer a reminder that sup¬ 
port is available to help community members prepare foi* 
and respond to disasters when they happen.

I of year. The mountains were redder, the cedar trees 
I greener, and the sky bluer. On the distant mountain 
slopes were patches of gold where the aspen trees had 
already donned their autumn colors. When one can find 
solitude, silence and peace all wrapped in nature’s fin¬ 
est, he’s a lucky man. 

Many years later, I again experienced absolute si¬ 
lence, but in a far different setting. Florence McDonald, 
a good friend, asked my wife, Pluma, and me to spend 
the fourth of July with her in San Juan Capistrano. She 
lived in a Retirement Center outside of the city, and I 
was never in a more peaceful or quieter community. 
There were numerous bungalows scattered over a large 
area of grass, flowers and trees. We went down on the 
third of July, and as I went to bed I was struck by the 
quiet and peaceful atmosphere. The next morning I was 
even more surprised. This was the Fourth of July, a day 
usually celebrated with noise, parades, and activities of 
a different sort. Here, it was peaceful and quiet. We had 
a' bountiful breakfast and spent the day talking and 
watching television. At four in the afternoon, Florence 
served a wonderful turkey dinner. Breakfast was six 
hours away, so we all had a good appetite. Again, we 
just relaxed and took it easy. At nine p.m. the two guests 
who had joined us for dinner, left for home. Florence 
and Pluma expressed a desire to go to bed. This left 
Cricket, the cat, and me to hold down the fort.

get.” The tax collector ashamedly stood off at a distance 
and would not even look heavenward but beat his breast 
and said, “God have mercy on me, a sinner.” Jesus’ 
comment was, “I tell you that this man, rather than the 
Pharisee, was justified before God. For everyone who 
exalts himself will be humbled and he who humbles 
himself will be exalted.” 

What a marvelous but hard lesson. We all too often 
come from a vantage point of “If we don’t toot our own 
horn, who will toot it.” We follow the line of weakest 
resistance by judging and exposing the sins of others. By 
so doing we beat down those about us and this seemingly 
results in our looking relatively much, much better. 
There are two ways to raise oneself above the crowd. 
You don’t have to move a step upward if you beat down 
everything around you. The net result is that you stand 
above the crowd without making the slightest positive 
move. This was the way of the Pharisee. 

The second way is to take positive steps in an upward 
direction. You can make a self-evaluation and identify 
your shortcomings then make a concerted effort to rem¬ 
edy these failings. This was what the tax collector was 
doing. In recognizing his failings he took a giant step 
in bettering himself. Proverbs 27:2 addresses this issue 
when it says, “Let another praise you, and not your own 
mouth; someone else and not your own lips.” Emulat¬ 
ing the Pharisee is egocentric, which is found wanting 
and objectionable. Prayerful humility before God glo¬ 
rifies God and not ourselves and in so doing Jesus said 
we are justified before God.
